Thousands  received  minor  hilrts.

The  Hotel  Orillon  finally 
opened  its  doors,  and  permitted 
hundreds  to  flock  into  the  aristoc- 
ratic mlon  to  eieapa  the  flre.

Police  drove  the  maddened  crowd 
Into  the  broad  Rue  Royale,  extend 
ing  from  the  Place  de  la  Concorde 
.■?00  yiird.s  iiortii  to  the  M.ideleine 
Church,  whkh  blcx-k.s  the  end  of 
the  atr(vM  I'luked  there,  the  crowd 
wa.s  at  the  mercy  of  the  police,  who 
fired  up  the  street. 

The  mob  vented  iti  fury  on  the 
boulevard!  from  the  Madeleine 
Church  to  the  Opera  by  ttfiring  up 
scorei  oC  newipapar  atandi  and 
booths,  setting  them  afire  and 
heaping  benches  and  traards  on  the 
flames.

Some  cafes  were 
turned  into  first  aid  stations  A 
dozen  wounded  per.sons  were  carried 
into  the  Cafe  Weber,  a  block  above 
the  winifl  frimous  Maximcs  of  the 
Rue  Riivn;'. 

The  mob.s  themselves  apparently 
did  some  shooting,  althotigh  few 
were  seen  with  arms.  The  moet 
eommon  weapons  were  hnprovleed 
ones.

It  is  estimated  tliat  the  reduction

or  the  amount  equivalent  to  the 
saving  to  be  given  property  holders 
If  the  budget  can  be  balanced  with- 
out changing  the  mill  rate. 
STILL  HAVE  SURPLUS 
■ven  when  the  sinking  fund  sur 
plus  Is  raided  to  take  care  of  this 
amount,  there  Is  $11,657  left  which 
may  be  utilised  in  further  reducing 
the  mill  rate.  With  the  numbers 
of  thoee  on  relief  steadily  decreaa-

The 
political  psychology  that,  continuing  to  mort- 
fgace  the  future,  will  point  the  road  back  to 
normal  cQBUtltloiia  Is  a  denial  of  the  very  cauaea 
which  brought  about  the  depression.  Within  a 
iabort  time  the  Governments  in  thla  country  will 
be  submitting  their  Budgets  to  the  varloua  leg- 
Jalatlve  bodies.  If  they  have  any  concern  for 
'Wt^t  i«  In  the  best  Interests  of  the  ta.xpayers  as 
!«  whole  they  will  pare  down  expenditures  to  the 
ilmlt.  They  will  do  so  if  they  have  the  weUare 
•of  the  people  at  heart.  They  will  do  so,  more- 
;over,  if  they  aim  at  that  desideratum  of  all  gov- 
■ernments,  namely,  balanced  budgets. 

.  It  is  a  significant  thinj?.  speaking  from  the 
Federal  standpoint,  that  the  amount  of  Income 
tax  collected  la  too  imaU  to  pay  the  delletta  of 
the  Canadian  National  Rallway.s.  Every  cent  of 
that  tax,  and  more.  Is  being  absorbed  In  paying 
for  the  privilege  <rf  havtaiff  had  ttie  ownership  of 
those  railways  taken  over  by  the  Oovernment. 
That  llluT* ^  a  «t.rlklng  nne  of  why  taxa- 
tion has  Increased  to  the  extent  it  has.  Were 
there  state  ownership  of  all  the  Industrial  ac- 
tivities of  the  country  the  present  Income  tax 
would  be  trebled  and  new  taxes  would  have  to 
be  put  into  effect  In  many  other  directions  as  well 
as  Increases  In  the  existing  sources  of  taxation. 

The  present  burden  of  taxation  Is  weighing 
down  industry.  The  heavy  drains  being  made 
for  the  purposes  of  the  slate  prevent  Industrial 
expansion  through  the  investmont  uf  new  cap- 
ital. They  prevent.  incidentaUy,  an  increase  in 
employment.  That  means  that  heavy  taxation 
piwnotes  unemployment.  This  Is  recognized  In  the 
United  States  In  the  face  of  the  Rooseveltlan 
plans  for  recovery.  A  survey  made  by  CKiar- 
anty  TtUSt  Company,  of  New  York,  says  that  the 
money  required  for  the  recovery  programme 
■  must  be  borrowed  directly  or  Indh^ectly  from 
the  earnings  of  bu.sino.ss, "  and  that  "the  taxes 
to  pay  ofl  the  Indebtedness  eventuaUy  must  also 
come,  directly  or  Indirectly,  out  of  buslaess 
profits.  Productive  i  ntei  i)rlses  will  have  to  bear 
heavy  tax  burdens  for  many  years  to  come. 
These  burdens,  moreover,  have  been,  and  will  be. 
Increased  by  the  various  plan.s  to  redistribute 
Income  In  the  Interest  ol  wage-earners,  farmers 
and  other  groups.  These  plana  Inereaae  the 
financial  burdens  on  business  oonrerns  and  may. 
If  tried  too  far,  defeat  their  own  ends  by  hinder- 
ing rather  than  promoMnf  reoovery.  For  busi- 
ness recovery  can  come  OQ^  from  adequate  busi- 
ness profits."  ^  . 

•nie  Montreal  Oawtte  polnU  out  that  in 
almo.st  every  Instance  during  198S  Of  the  taxes 
levied  the  percentage  of  current  coUeeUons 
is  below  that  of  1982.  This  Is  a  plain  Indication 
that  the  taxpayers  not  Only  cannot  .stand  any 
further  levies  but  that  they  cannot,  pay  those 
at  present  Imposed.  This  Is  especially  true  in 
connection  with  municipalities.  It  Is  true,  as 
well,  In  the  Federal  and  provincial  arenas  of  tax- 
ation. Oovemmenti  can  help  progress  more  than 
In  any  other  way  by  aiming  at  taxation  reduc- 
tions. That  ought  Ui  be  the  compeUlng  thought 
in  connection  with  th^  mmpiiaiion  of  any  bud- 
gets.

The  decrease  of  deaths  resulting  from  diph- 
theria from  thirty-eight  to  three  In  four  years 
Is  the  gratifying  announcement  made  In  the  last 
iMue  of  the  bulletin  of  the  British  Columbia 
Board  of  Health.  The  record  for  1929  was  S8, 
falling  next  year  to  IB.  In  1931  standing  at  18  and 
then  rMChlnf  the  lowest  record  hi  the  history  of 
the  provhice,  namely,  three  deaths  durhxg  the 
following  twelfe  months.  This  remarkable  re- 
sult Is  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  the  use  of  the 
diphtheria  toxoid  on  a  large  scale  was  begun 
during  1929,  chiefly  in  the  city  of  Vancourer. 
where  the  bulk  of  the  cases  had  of  curred.  and 
has  been  strenuously  advocated  not  only  in  that 
city  but  In  many  other  centres  of  population.

Tiie  best  time  to  immunize  is  stated   to  be 

shortly  after  the  child  reaches  six  months  of  age, 
nnf  only  because  the  major  number  of  diphtheria 
deaths  occur  In  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
but  Alio  for  til c  rea.son  that  there  are  practically 
nn  reactions  to  the  injections  at  that  period.  As 
children  are  being  born  in  thl.s  province  at  the 
rat^^  of  more  than  10,000  annually,  Immunlaing 
should  be  persistently  and  widely  carried  on  in 
order  to  stiU  further  lessen  the  rate  and  reduce 
the  danger  of  an  epidemic

SEA  SERPENT  THEORIES 


Two  solutions  of  tbe  many  sea  serpent  stories 
have  been  offered  to  recent  weeks.  One  Is  the 

deceptions  caused  by  distance  A  coilWfrondent 
describes  an  experience  of  having  seen,  as  he 
thought,  at  a  distance  of  four  to  flye  miles  away 
on  a  sea  shore  a  stranded  boat  about  the  size  of 
a  house-side.  Upon  reaching  It  he  found  it  was 
a  flsh-bOK  about  two  feet  by  one  foot  and  one 
foot  deep.  It  was  on  the  side  of  a  small  hill.  It 
was  cxaggecatad.  by^  the  mirage  sometimes  seen 
in  distance.  Somewhat  similar  exaggerations 
occur  on  the  water  and  often  enough  over  the 
Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca.  and  the  phenomena  can 
easily  be  explatoed  by  physicists.  It  is  a  common 
thlnK  to  Interpret  Incorrectly  but  in  good  faith 
objects  seen  in  the  distance. 

Another  explanation  of  sea  phenomena  is 
based  on  the  ediibit  of  an  eel  larva  at  the  Marine 
Biological  Laboratory  at  Copenhagen.  It  Is  pre- 
served to  spirits  of  wine.  Is  Just  over  six  feet  In 
lenfrth  and  was  fished  up  oft  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  from  such  deep  water  that  It  was  dead  on 
arrival  on  the  surface.  The  claim  is  made  that 
if  its  growth  had  continued  In  like  proportion  to 
that  of  other  eel  larvae  It  would  eventuaUy  have 
reached  a  total  length  of  from  80  to  lOO  feet.  The 
larva  possesses  a  narrow  dorsal  fin  along  the 
back,  two  breast  fins  and  the  small  anal  fins. 
No  eel  larva  approaching  it  in  size  has  been 
found  anywhere  in  the  world  before.  Unless  the 
"sea  serpents"  represent  it  at  fuU  growth  there 
is  no  means  of  knowtof  what  It  would  look  like 
in  that  stage.

destiny  to  dominate  the  whole 
workL  The  Germans  lost  the  war, 
but  forces  are  at  work  which  may 
be  uncontrollable— and  all  the  world 
wonders  what  the  men  In  eontrol 
of  the*  de.stlnies  of  Oermany  will 
be  up  to  next.

The  new  rulers  of  Germany  are 
talking  lust  as  wildly  as  the  Kalasr 

talked  before  he  gave  the  word 
which  sent  his  armies  Into  Belgium 
as  the  flrit  act  which  would  lead  to 

conquest  of  the  world.  The  .spirit  of 
applied  democracy,  like  the  spirit 
of  revealed  rellffton,  has  been  com- 
pletely broken  In  Rus.sia  and  In 
Oermany.  Of  course  the  spirit  of 
applied  demoeraey  waa  never  very 
strong  In  the  Fatherland,  and  it 
was  always  very  feeble  in  Russia. 
But  the  people  of  Oermany  had  a 
chance  to  apply  and  prove  the 
principles  of  democracy.  The  peo- 
ple of  Russia  never  had  sosh  a 
ohaaee.

The  evil  attached  to  the  failure 

of  democracy  In  the  two  countrle.s 
was  that  the  failure  was  associated 
with  religion.  So  when  Bolshevism 
i>ecame  a  dictatorship  In  Russia 
religion  was  ahcfllshsd.  and  when 
Nasism  became  a  dletatoMhip  in 
Germany  It  was  made  to  apply  not 
only  to  the  secular  affairs  of  the 
state,  but  to  the  rellgloua  eonvle- 
tlons  or  opinions  of  the  cltlrens 
nut  the  benign  tenets  oi.  the  Chris- 
tian apparently  will  not  fu83  with 
the  martial  purposes  of  the  dictator 
Hitler.  Neither  the  rulers  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  nor  the  prelates 
of  the  Catholic  Church  will  con- 
sent to  the  regimentation  of  their 
forces,  and  hence  there  la  conflict 
between  Cfhureh  aad  State.

The  Faselst  dletatonMp  of  Italy 
(where  aplled  democracy  also  had 
proved  a  falliure)  was  content  to 
co-operate  with  the  church  In  the 
establishment  of  a  form  of  govern- 
ment acceptable  to  practically  all 
the  people.  There  Is  an  element  of 
militancy  in  the  system  of  Mus- 
solini, but  It  Is  not  as  extreme 
and  uncompromising  as  the  system 
of  Hitler.  The  Italian  people  may 
have  been  shorn  of  soaae  of  their 
political  liberties,  but  they  have  not 
been  deprived  of  practically  all 
their  personal  lU)ertiee.  Hitler  has 
not  yet  declared  that  if  the  church 
win  net  bend,  tt  wlU  be  broken;  but 
some  of  his  lieutenants  have  said 
that  if  the  leaders  of  the  old  relig- 
ion prove  obdurate  they  will  re- 
establish R  religion  which  l.s  even 
older  than  the  Christian  religion:

rorised the  ancient  Teutons  with 
bis  tlnmdsiMIs,  a  god  after  the 

heart*  nf  a  superior  race  who  RtUl 
dream  dreams  of  driving  terror  to 
the  hearto  of  the  peo^  of  aO  na- 
tions who  stand  tn  the  way  of  the 
legitimate  and  ordained  ambitions

A  SOFTENER  OF  HKABT8 
One  of  tile  moet  comprehensive 
literary  tributea  to  Oharles  Olekens 
that  I  have  ever  read  appeared  in 
the  press  in  London  at  the  thne  of 
ttie  great  novelist's  death,  it  was 
from  the  pen  of  an  unknown  writer 
who  said  truly  and  beautifully— 
"Charles  Dickens  has  not  only 
pleased  us:  he  ha.s  softened  the 
hearts  of  the  whole  Reneratlon  He 
made  charity  fa.shionable  He  awak- 
ened pity  in  the  hearts  of  sixty  mil- 
lions of  people.  He  made  a  whole 
generation  keep  Christmas  with 
acts  of  helpfulness  to  the  poor.  And 
every  barefoeted  boy 
the  streets  of  Cogland  and  Amer« 
lea  today  fares  a  little  better,  gets 
fewer  cuffs  and  more  pudding  be- 
cause Charles  Dickens  wcote." 

This  present  article  will  not  at- 
tempt any  detailed  mention  of 
Dlckt US'  published  works  Rut  this 
much  has  been  here  .stated  to  .show 
what  manner  of  man  the  great 
novelist  wa.s  in  himself  And  It  Is 
by  way  of  preface  to  a  few  para- 
graphs that  may  Indicate  how  two 
of  his  sons  of  whom  we  have  some 
knowledge  strove  to  live  up  to  tbe 
record  and  examine  their  father  had 
set  before  them. 

In  the  days  of  the  Northwest  Re- 
bellion in  Canada.  Francis  Dickens, 
a  son  of  the  famous  novelist,  was 
an  Irvspector  In  the  Northwest 
Mounted  Police,  with  his  headquar- 
ters at  an  old  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany post.  Fort  Pitt,  on  the  north 
branrli  of  the  Saskatchewan  River. 
It  wa.s  in  the  coimtry  of  Big  Bear,  a 
well  known  Cree  Indian  chief,  who 
had  Joined  the  rebels.  BS  had  490 
well-armed  men  under  his  control. 
Inspector  Dlekms  had  only  twenty 
men  at  Fort  Pitt  and  five  mora  men 
at  Frog  Lake,  forty  miles  away. 
Frog  Lake  was  the  centre  of  nip 
Bear's  Indian  reserve  as  granted 
him  by  the  Dominion  Oovernment 
To  assist  the  Indians,  the  floxern- 
mrnt  liad  a  farm  instructor  and  in- 
terpreter Uicrc  All  implements  lor 
farming  were  provided  by  the  Gov- 
ernment and  a  grist  mill  was  built 
on  the  reserve.  There  were  two 
priests  on  the  reserve,  with  a  school 
and  a  Church  building.  It  was  a 
beautiful  spot.  "Pair  as  a  garden  of 
the  Lord"  with  fertile  plans,  shady 
groves  and  sparkling  lakes,  as  I 
beheld  It  In  those  troubled  times  a 
place  of  natural  glory.  Those  In- 
dians had  no  rea.son  to  be  discon- 
tented. BiR  Bear  himself  had  been 
rather  awkward  about  treaties  and 
about  staying  on  his  reservation. 
But  he  was  not  considered  vicious. 
And  things  were  so  quiet  there.  In 
the  opinion  of  those  who  occupied 
tiie  positions  abofe  owntloned.  that 
when  the  vMUIon  brcfee  out  under 
Mel  on  the  South  laskatohewan. 
the  five  ]X)lice  were  ordered  to  Fort 
Pitt,  where  there  were  some  famfliefl 
with  women  and  children  to  protect 
and  nlso  .some  \riluahlc  .stores  to 
rum:  ! 

iN.si'Kt  TOK  i>i(  ki:ns 
In  Big  Bear's  band,  however, 
there  were  some  bad  Indians  like 
Wandering  6l|^t  and  others,  who 
had  become  easited  through  Rtel's 
runners,  who  said  that  the  Cana- 
dian Oovemmeot  aad  these  who 
took  part  with  it  should  be  exter- 
minated So  one  morning  at  Frog 
Lake,  takiiiK  tlilnBrs  In  their  own 
hands,  the  Indians  rose  uj  and 
ma.s.sacred  nine  men.  including  the 
farpH  Inslnictor.  two  priests  and 
others  at  the  church,  which  was  set 
on  fire  and  burne<l  wltli  .some  other 
buildings.  Then  Big  Bear  moved 
with  his  whole  force  to  Fort  Pitt 
and  called  on  Xnmwetor  Dtckeas  to 
surrender.  Dieksns  had  then  only 
twenty-three  aien,  as  two  con- 
stables, Oowan  and  haubf,  had 
gone  out  on  a  daring  ride  as  aoouts 
Cowan  was  killed  and  Loasby.  who 
now  lives  in  'Vancouver,  wa.s  shot 
twice,  but  .staggered  Info  the  fort 
wUh  the  help  of  two  of  his  com- 
rades who  rashed  out   tx)  aid  him. 

Btit  Dlcken.s  wltli  Ins  mere  hand- 
ful of  nun  o!ie  very  .vriou.sly 
wounded,  rcf  rid  'o  surrender,  and 
sent  word  to  Big  Bear  that  he  would 
hold  the  place  and  protect  the 
women  and  children  as  long  as 
tbsrs  was  a  aaaa  left  to  hold  a  rifle.

His  death 
resulted  from  an  injury  received 
from  a  motorcycle  on  the  street  in 
London  not  far  from  his  home.  Be 

wen  known  and  highly  eeteemed  on 

both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.    In  a 

letter  written  to  a  friend  In  Michi- 
gan a  week  before  his  death,  filr 
Henry  paid  a  unhj  le  and  beautiful 
tribute  to  hi^  o.v:  <  Ungulslied 
father,  ■whokse  charm  lei  and  train- 
ing had  caused  the  .son  to  perpetu- 
ate in  every  way  po.ssible  tlie  work 
of  one  who  was  .such  a  devoted 
and  grMt-hearted  lover  of  mankind. 
Sir  Hiffury.  whose  letter  is  quoted  by 
a  correspondent  of  The  Prertqr- 
terlan,  a  paper  published  In  Phila- 
delphia, records  Sir  Henry's  strik- 
ing form  of  expression  as  he  says. 
"I'm  glad  that  you  liked  my  article 
concerning  my  father.  The  New 
'York  Times  has  asked  me  to  write 
another  article  concerning  my 
father  and  Chrlstma.s.  I  hope  your 
mother  and  you  will  like  it.  for  it 
concerns  my  father  from  a  spiritual 
ix>lnt  of  view  and  shows  the  Chris- 
tian feeling  which  stimulated  him 
In  all  his  work.  You  will  under- 
stand the  pride  I  feel  in  being 
Charles  Dickens' son.  It  Is  the  great 
]oy  of  my  life.** 

In  this  way  a  loving  son  regarded 
his  sonshlp  as  the  great  Job  of  his 
life  and  seeks  to  honor  his  father 
by  revealinK  the  Christian  motives 
which  actuated  the  father's  heart  In 
all  his  literary  labors.  And  one 
cannot  help  thinking  of  the  great 
movements  that  would  flood  our 
country  for  pood  if  all  who  claim 
to  be  children  of  God  would  have 
the  same  Christian  spirit  and  seek 
to  reveal  the  love  of  their  Heavenly 
Father  for  the  worid.

OEMS  OF  UTERATU&E 

Sir,— Re  your  ccrrespondent  s  h  i 
ter  of  Sunday  hut,  perhaixs  I  had 
better  say,  that  In  choosing  the  de- 

.scrlption  of  tlu-  Seraphim  as  my 
preference  in  English  literature.  I 
do  not  overlook  the  other  liuldcn 
words  In  the  Bible.  There  is  a  great 
deal  of  beauty  in  every  page  of  it; 
and  these  words -which  are  In  a 
sens*-  tlie  revcallngs  of  God — are  not 
hidden  because  Qod  eeehs  to  keep 
them  from  us.  but  because  we  must 
be  brought  Into  a  certain  condition 
before  we  can  receive  them. 

For  example,  there  are  the  open- 
ing Unes  of  the  Porty-SUth  Psalm 
"Ood  Is  our  refuge  and  strength, 
a  vwy  present  hell>  in  trouble." 
We  may  feel  no  need  of  refuge  in 
ir  sunny  days,  antf  i>erhap.<i  ws 
have  been  Indifferent  enouKh  never 
to  avail  ourselves  of  it  But  In  our 
weakness  and  fear,  and  at  the  [joint 
of  deatli  we  .shall  need  a  jjlace  of 
refuKc  and  some  place  to  hide 
Then  too.  our  liord  .s  words  are.  in 
tlie  main,  6te<>ped  with  beauty,  love, 
warmth,  shelter,  safety,  and  we  shall 
find  all  these  by  doing  His  bidding. 
The  teachlnca  and  sayings  of  COuist 
blend  in  a  pMfeet  whole,  plus  a 
healthy  critic  to  strengthen  our 
tottering  way. 

But,  on  the  whole.  He  spoke  for 
certain  condltlon.s 

There  are  the  beatitudes  '  Blessed 
arc  they  that  mourn.  (oi  they  .shall 
be  comforted  "  'I'luxse  m  sorrow  may 
experience  the  ble.s.scdnt  ss  of  Divine 
comfort.  Here  the  iieart  must  know 
grief  Another  beatitude  is:  "Blessed 
are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst 
after  righteousness.  fOr  they  shall 
be  filled,"  and  so  on. 

But  approach  Isaiah's  Seraphim 
from  "a  literary  angle.  Its  measure 
Is  stupendous,  its  scope  limltle.ss 
We  ll  admit  .si>ace  and  time  to  their 
due  rank  as  form.s  of  thought;  or 
put  them  aside  and  let  u.s  ponder 
realities;  and  all  are  but  thin  dis- 
guises from  God's  effulgent  light. 

In  those  few  lines,  tbe  prophet 
places  the  Scraphlai  as  the  Mgheet 
angels,  who  are  very  near  to  Ood. 
The  Lord  of  Hosts,  "slttta^  upon  a 
throne,  lilgh  and  lifted  up,"  omnip- 
otent, wisdom  In  a  robe  of  silence. 
The  sUenoe  now  is  changed  into  con- 
crete images  as  each  Sci  aphim  cov- 
ers face  and  feet,  and  with  twain 
he  did  fly";  each  Hvink;  around  the 
Tlirone  of  Ciod,  enerKi  tic  and  ex- 
pre.s.sln(r  charity  And  postulating  a 
t:  ;ifli  as  one  cries  unto  another  and 
says,  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of 
Hosts;  the  whole  earth  is  full  of  His 
glory.

LKIIJOR  CONTROL 
Sb-, — "Hie  liquor  question  seems 
to  be  one  in  which  the  majority  of 
the  people  want  to  be  able  to  buy, 
and  the  Province  says,  if  the  liquor 
busineas  is  to  be  controlled.  It  must 
make  aU  the  profit  out  of  it  that  is 
possible. 

The  writer  feels  that  If  we  are 
goioR  to  sell  liquf)r,  wliy  not  pa.s.s 
legislation  that  will  be  to  tlie  t)e.st 
InterestJS  of  ail  the  pci>ple,  an  act 
that  will  only  allow  beer  and  loKan- 
berry  wine,  or  any  other  wine  that 
U  made  out  of  British  Columbia 
fruit  to  be  aold.  and  eadude  aU 
other  brands,  then  doee  up  all  the 
bootlegging  joints  and  not  let  a  few 
remain  open. 

Today,  one  can  telephone  for 
liquor,  and  it  will  be  delivered.  To 
handle  the  liquor  businivvs  openly 
and  fairly  to  everyone  in  the  way  it 
should  be.  I  think  that  a  good  sys- 
tem would  be  to  allow  the  breweries 
to  sell  beer  at  a  profit,  the  same 
applying  to  the  wineries;  but  have 
all  ordem  for  beer  or  wine,  whether 
for  leeal  ocnsawptlOB  or  for  export, 
go  through  the  Oovernment  liquor 
warehouse.  Then  close  up  all  Oov- 
ernment beer  parlor.s  and  not  allow 
any  liquor  of  any  kind  to  be  pur- 
chav^d  except  through  the  Govern- 
ment. Is&ue  to  all  stores  outside 
the  cities  and  municipalities  a  li- 
cence to  sell  beer  and  wine,  the 
cities  and  munidpeMties  to  collect 
the  licence  fSea.

~l"belliVB  that  we  can  get  alonE 
without  the  importation  and  con- 
sumption of  whisky.  I  think,  that 
90  per  cent  of  the  people  who  con- 
.  ume  liquor  would  be  .sati.slled  with 
beer  and  wine  Therefore,  why  not 
pass  legi-siatlon  alont?  the  line  I 
have  .suggested  Tliis  would  help 
the  whole  of  the  province,  and  give 
employment.  I  lealiae  the  effect  of 
smuggling,  but  I  think  It  woidd 
easily  be  overccne  if  the  Oovern- 
ment offered  a  bonus  to  any  poiioe- 
man  who  caught  and  .secured  a 
conviction  agidnst  persons  smug- 
gling liquor  into  the  province. 

By  adopting  tlie  system  of  storing 
liquor  in  warehousea,  i  point  out 
that  the  Government  woidd  not 
have  a  cent  tied  up  In  the  purdiase. 
and  that  stores  would  pay  whan 
they  received  the  beer  and  wine 
ordered,  and  the  Oovernment  would 
turn  over  the  money  collected  to 
the  breweries  and  wineries.

This  Is  the  chief  reason 
that  relaxation  is  stressed  so  end- 
lessly, for  tension  is  the  thing  which 
Impedes  a  free  swinf?,  and  .sfi  often 
(■heek.s  the  blow  t)efore  the  ball  ha^ 
been  struck.  A  true  swing,  aftei 
building  up  speed,  offers  no  counter 
force  which  will  rr><ult  in  diminished 
power,  but  makes  efficient  use  of 
every  ounce  of  OMrgy  which  has 
been  stored  up. 

One  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
true  swing,  and  the  one  which  most 
often  escapes  the  inexpert  player, 
is  the  ample  sweep  of  the  backward 
wind-up.

The 
feeling  is  that  the  clubhead.  having 
built  up  Its  speed.

The  mo- 
ment one  feels.  In  the  consclousnes' 
of  having  to  hit.  that  a  sudden  ef- 
fort Is  needed,  the  hands  tighten 
upon  the  club,  riyilstance  Is  set  up, 
and  the  motion  is  slowed  dOWn 
rather  than  accelerated.

relaxed  swlngliii'  Mascles  whirl, 
htive  nf>t  been  tlnhtened  in  the  ef- 
fort of  hlttiiK.  do  not  tighten  up  to 
stop  the  club  Wlien  the  swing  has 
MBsed  througli  the  location  of  the 
ball,  the  work  has  been  done,  the 
Impulse  la  withdrawn,  and  the  mo- 
menttun  of  the  club  simply  draws  a 
willing  body  around  to  the  end  of 
the  swing.

The  hook  pass,  irtiieh  we  illus- 
trated in  a  previous  article,  can 

carry  burniiiK  .speed,  and  be  dis- 
patched half  the  leiiKth  of  the  floor 
on  a  bee  line.  The  lob  i)a.s.s  i.s  no' 
used  for  arrowy  shafts  of  tliat  kind 
There  is  a  leap  pass,  resembling 
the  lob,  that  can  be  used  to  zip 
the  ball  goodly  distances  at  high 
velocity.  It  differs  from  tha  lob 
pa.ss  here  Illustrated  In  the  manner 
in  whicli  the  ball  Is  actually 
dlspatrhed  after  the  player  has

The  pass  must  be  discreetly  used. 
.\  lob  pa.s.s  (ball  traveling  slowly  In 
an  arc  i.s  n;)  weai)on  for  careless  or 
indifferent  basketball  players. 

The  passer  must  have  the  situa- 
tion wejl  sized  up,  so  as  to  be  fairly 
certain  that  his  teammate  will  be 
the  one  to  get  the  balL 

The  receiver  will  usually  find  it 
necessary  to  leap  up  to  TCoelve  the 
ball.  If  an  opponent  is  anywhere 
near  him.

There  Ls  no  chance  to  develop  a 
fourth  diamond  trick,  so  If  South  is 
to  make  his  eontraet  It  must  depend 
upon  betaig  able  to  play  the  club 
suit  so  that  he  loses  no  trlck.s  in 
that  suit  If  this  can  ho  done 
in  other  words.  If  he  can  make  four 
clubs,  three  diamonds,  four  spades 
and  the  Ace  of  hearts— the  success 
of  the  contract  Is  amred.  without 
the  neoeasity  of  wotrylng  abovt  the 
heart  fmesse.
